Kelly Field, Texas, accompanied by Master 
Sergt. Joseph E. English, A.S., also of the 
School Group, returned to the field May 
21, after a flying trip of sevente»r days, 
during which a number of airways were 
mapped out for cross-country flights. Dur- 
ing their flight Capt. Lynd and Sevrgt. Ming- 
lish covered some 5,500 miles and flew over 
some of the roughest mountain districts in 
the United States. 

Of the seventeen days spent cr. the trip, 
including fifty-seven hours of actaal fly- 
ing, the plane, a De Haviland 4-B, had a 
tail wind only part of one and one-half 
days. The rest of the time it bucked heavy 
haad winds which impeded progress ma- 
terially. The mechanism of the plane 
worked perfectly during the entire trip. 

The only equipment carried by the fly- 
ers in addition to the regulation De Havi- 
land 4-B contents were seat pack para- 
chutes worn by each while in the air. 

Starting from Kelly Field May 5. Capt 
_ Lynd and Sergt. English flew first to Post 
Field, thence to Denver, Colo.; Cheyeune, 
Wvyo.; Salt Lake City, Utah; Boise, Lida- 
ho: Portland, Ore.; Eugene, Ore.: Red- 
lands, Fresno, Los Angeles ar2 San Diego, 
af Tucson, Ariz., then back to Keily 
ed, 

The flight from Tueson to Kelly Field 
Possibly was one of the most noteworthy 
accomplishments of the flight in two days. 
The entire distance was covered in nine 
hours, flying time, with one hour at Marfa, 
Texas, intervening. In each leg of the jour- 
ney Capt. Lynd’s plane accomplished a 
feat considered unique. ‘Thre2 hours is 
the rated time for the Liberty motor equip- 
ped De Haviland with 80-gallon tank, yet 
Capt. Lynd flew two four and a half-hour 
stretches on eighty gallons each and at the

On the completion of the proposed legislation, it will be taken up 
with the other five Services and any points under discussion will be ironed out 
With the convening of Congress in Decem- 
ber, this proposed legislation will be introduced in both Houses for early consid- 
eration and from the reports which have been emanating from Capitol Hill little 
opposition is expected from either end of the capital. 








Not Battleships or Airplanes; 
Both Requisite, Says Fullam 


EAR ADM. WILLIAM F. FUL- 
LAM, U.S.N., retired, expresses 


R surprise that some of his critics 


should assume that he has reached the 
conclusion that the day of the battleship 
has passed. He insists that his advocacy 
of a three-plane Navy is in itself a recog- 
nition of the importance of maintaining a 
battleship fleet. 

As he has been ever since he entered the 
Service, he is still for the most modern 
battleship fleet. Further than this, Adm. 
Fullam recognized the fact that our capi- 
tal ships are not now fully manned and 
that their crews are not trained up to old- 
time efficiency. Improvement in this di- 
rection is needed as well as airplanes and 
submarines, according to the view of Adm. 
Fallam. 

After expressing his views along this 
line, Adm. Fullam made the following 
statement for the. ARMy AND NAvy JouR- 
NAL: 

(1) A modern navy-vill fight on three 
planes—(1) the surface; (2) the air; (3) 
the sub-surface. 

(2) These three. forces 
and co-ordinate. 

(3) The money available should be ap- 
portioned wisely to get the best result. 

(4) Surface ships and battleships can- 
not be abolished. That would be impos- 
sible. 

(5) It has been necessary to swat the 
battleship pretty hard in order to prove 
that we need something else! 

(6) It appears that eighteen battle- 
ships are quite enough for the present. 
For instance, three years ago, six big sub- 
marines were deliberately stricken from 
the building program and the appropria- 
tion for air forces was a mere widow’s 
mite! This was a fatal mistake. In this 
there was but one _ idea—battleships. 
Other things were belittled. 

(7) Until we get more submarines and 
a much bigger air force—carriers and 
planes—our battle fleet could not cross the 
seas or take the offensive, could it? 

(8) If we spend all our money on the 
battle fleet, will Congress give us millions 
fer cruisers, submarines and air forces? 
This is the financial and political side! 

(9) Had we completed the 1916 pro- 
gram, would thirty dreadnoughts, with in- 
significant air and submarine forces, have 
given us a strong Navy or a weak one in 
modern war—future war? 

(10) It is not a question of battle- 
ships or airplanes! We must have both 
in fair proportion, and submarines also. 

(11) Suppose four dreadnoughts’ were 
te meet two 30-knot airplane carriers with 
120 planes of all kinds and six sea-going

submarines. Which force would have the 
edvantage in a sea fight? 

(12) Is it not plain that the surface 
fleet must command the air above itself 
and the sea beneath itself or lose the fight? 
This is the gist of the whole matter. 

(13) Is it not probable that the type 
of the battleship or capital ship may 
change—before many days?

(15) Studying the World War and the 
record of submarines, and noting recent 
strides in air fighting—bombing planes, 
torpedo planes, mining planes—may not 
the $40,000,000 battleship give way to a 
new type? 

(16) May not the airplane carrier com- 
pete with other types of capital ships? 

(17) Is our submarine fleet efficient to- 
day? 

(18) Do we not need fifty modern sub- 
marines—new types? 

(19) Do we not need cruisers? 

(20) Do we not need a big air force? 

(21) Do we not need these three things 
—crnisers, submarines and air forces— 
more than anything else? Do we not need 
these more than we need additional bat- 
tleships? Then why not say so? 

(22) In conclusion, the advocates of a 
three-plane Navy have been conservative. 
They want a strong three-idea Navy— 
not a weak one-idea Navy. They claim 
that the dreadnought alone is weak. That 
it cannot blockade a coast. That it dare 
not cross the sea, or leave home, unless it 
is protected at all times from above and 
from below. That the operations of big 
fleets are limited nowadays—they cannot 
go far from their bases. 

(23) It is wrong to charge the advo- 
eates of a three-plane Navy with the de- 
sire to abolish battleships or surface fight- 
ing ships. Jn truth they simply believe 
that the battleship is no longer unafraid ; 
that its type may soon change; that air 
forces and submarines, combined, so 
menace the surface fleet that they domi- 
nate in naval war. The surface fleet can- 
not exist without them. That is all.

yard, England, Nov. 2, 1921, under the 
navy estimates of that year, the Engineer 
of London of “May 25 tells us. Her dis- 
placement, as given in “Particulars of 
British War Vessels,” an Admiralty pub- 
lication, is 2,780 tons on the surface and 
3,600 tons submerged. Hitherto the larg- 
est submarine completed, the Engineer 
goes on to state, was the German “U- 
cruiser” No. 142, which had a surface dis- 
placement of 2,158 metric tons. her 
submersible cruisers, some displacing 2,400 
tons, were on the stocks in Germany at 
the Armistice, but were never completed. 

Next to the X-1 the heaviest submarine 
in the British navy is the K-26, a steam- 
driven boat of 2,140 tons on the surface 
and 2,770 tons subemrged, which is about 
to be commissioned at Chatham. The 
earlier “K” boats are of 1,880/2,560 tons, 
and the “M” class, submarine monitors 
carrying one 12-inch gun apiece,. displace 
1,600/1,950 tons. The X-1 thus marks a 
considerable advance in the development 
of the submarine, and further particulars, 
especially of her propelling machinery, 
will be awaited with keen interest. 


Organization of Coast Art. 
as Permanent Regiments 


HILE the Secretary of War has ap- 

proved the plan for the organization 
of National Guard Coast Artillery into 
permanent regiments, the question as to 
whether the Regular Army and the 
ganized Reserves Coast Artillery shall 
have regimental organizations has not yet 
been decided. It is being strongly urged 
by the Chief of Coast Artillery, but the 
General Staff is reported to be. divided 
upon the subject. It may be_held_up 
awaiting the decision of crate ir | of War 
Weeks. There is an overwhelming ma- 
jority in the Coast Artillery at present in 
favor of permanent regimental organiza- 
tions. 

There is a general assumption that the 
Regular Army, National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserves should have the same 
tactical organization. In some quarters, 
it has been assumed that the amended Na- 
tional Defense act provides for this. How- 
ever, Section 60 of the National Defense 
act provides the same wartime organiza- 
tion for the three components of the Army 
of the United States except in time of 
peace, when the Secretary of War is au- 
thorized to make certain exceptions.

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Rental Allowance 
Decisions Affirmed 


‘THE Comptroller General stands pat on 
his rental decisions heretofore made 
and declines to reconsider these matters, 
advising the Secretary of War that he con- 
that “the questions we have been 
considering are not free from doubt” and 
says: “It is not a case in which the ju- 
dicial decision must be a finality, but one 
in which there is full power of Congress 
to correct any mistakes made.” 
The following is from a finance circular 


of May 28: 

Il. Rental Allowance—Prior Decisions 
Reafirmed in General.—1. The following 
decision rendered by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral of the United States under date of 
May 22, 1923, is published for the infor- 
mation and guidance of all concerned: 

I have your letter of Feb. 28, 1923, file 
**G-4/10132,:’ referring to decisions of this 
office of July 25, 1922, 2 Comp. Gen., 47; 

» , 1922, 2 id., 899; Jan. 10 and 12, 
1923, 2 id., 430 and 435, and Jan. 23, 1923, 
17 MS. Comp. Gen., 927, respecting the rental 
allowance authorized by sec. 6 of the act of 
June 10, 1922,;/42 Stat., 628. The effect 
the decisions as understood by the War De- 
partment is summarized, reasons why the de- 
cisions are erroneous in the opinion of the 
War Department are enumerated, and it is 
stated: 

‘*I believe that it is the clear wording of 
the law and the intent of Congress that the 
underlying principle upon which the right of 
officers to the rental allowance, prescribed by 
sec. 6 of the Joint Pay act of June 10, 1922, 
is based, is, that the Government is obligated 
. to furnish adequate public quarters for officers 
and their dependents, or a money allowance 
for the rental of quarters when such obliga- 
tion cannot be fulfilled. 

‘From this principle it follows logically 
that when the Government places an officer in 
& position in which it cannpt provide him 
with adequate public quarters, the officer au- 
tomatically becomes entitled to the rental al- 
lowance in lieu thereof. Consequently there 
is no period of time when an officer on the 
active list or on active duty is not entitled to 
adequate public quarters in kind or to the 
Prescribed rental allowance in lieu thereof. 

‘*It naturally follows that the Government 
is released from its obligation to pay rental 
allowance to an officer, if it tenders him ade- 
quate public quarters at his permanent station 
and the officer fails for reasons personal to 
himself to utilize them. 


‘‘I, therefore, urgently renew my request 
that you reconsider your decision on the sub- 
ject of the payment of rental allowance and 
authorize payment of this allowance in the 
cases enumerated above, which, in the opinion 
of this Department, are clearly covered by 
the precise wording and intent of the law.’ 

A similar view was advanced in letter of 
Oct. 28, 1922, from the Acting Secretary of 
War, to which reply was made Jan. 11, 1923. 
In reaching the conclusion stated in decision 
of Dec. 26, 1922, the arguments advanced in 
letter of Oct. 28, 1922, were given due weight, 
but after mature consideration the conclusion 
as to the purpose and intent of the law is as 
announced in the decision of Dec. 26, 1922, 
end in the subsequent decisions in elaboration 
thereof in connection with tue particular cases 
Presented. Those decisions are ground on 
accepted rules of statutory construction, and 
while the expression of opinion as to the pur- 
Pose, object, or intent of the law by the head 
of a department concerned is entitled to great 
weight, and it has been accorded in this case, 
such expression of opinion cannot be given 
precedence over the ordinary and usual rules 
of statutory construction. 

Sec. 21 of the act of June 10, 1922, 
vides in part: 

‘That nothing in this act shall operate to 
change in any way existing laws, or regula- 
tions made in pursuance of law, governing 
+ .» «  #llowances in kind for quarters, heat, 
and light for officers and warrant officers;

This provision continued in effect the law 
and regulations for the assignment of public 
peewee to officers of the Army. Sec. 15 of 

e 1922 act repeals prior laws authorizing 
—— of commutation of quarters, heat and 
ght, and, by sec. 6 of the act cited, there 
was established the rental allowance which 
is payable at all times ‘‘if public quarters are 
not available.’’ Clearly it is the public quar- 
ters authorized by other laws to Be assigned 
to officers that is here contemplated. The 
rental allowance is not provided ‘‘when occu- 
Pying public quarters,’ but is payable ‘‘if 
public quarters are not available’’ for assign- 
ment under prior laws and regulations; it is 
@ substitute for that which is contemplated to 
be furnished in kind, and except as the sec- 
tion makes specific provision otherwise, e.g., 
while on field or sea duty for an officer with 
dependents, the right to rental allowance 
&Srises in connection with and in substitution 
for the right to quarters in kind. 

The rental allowance, a substitute for quar- 
ters in kind, cannot be separated from the 
laws providing for the furnishing of quarters 
in kind and treated as a grant by indirection 
of additional pay to be withdrawn only by the 
occupancy of public quarters. Sec. 6 does 
not contemplate that the Government shall 
maintain quarters which are available for an 
officer in connection with his duty as an offi- 
cer and also pay a rental allowance to the 
officer.

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operates with and is supplemental to the law 
providing for the assignment of quarters in 
kind and not independently thereof. 

It is noted that in the summary, the effect 
of decision of Jan. 23, 1923, is stated to be 
that the rental allowance is not payable ‘‘on 
field duty in time of peace, and in war when 
not actually or potentially operating against 
any enemy.’’ The decision was that there 
was no field duty within the meaning of the 
law in time of peace in the home country for 
officers of the Army. The decision does not 
touch upon, refer to, or in any manner decide 
a question under the section in time of war. 
What conditions are requisite to constitute 
a duty ‘‘field duty’’ under the statute were 
discussed in the decision in question and that 
decision, as well as the others mentioned, are 
adhered to. 

It may not be inappropriate to suggest that 
in a situation such as is presented by your 
letter, where the War Department is strongly 
of opinion that the intent of a law is other- 
wise than as construed by this office, that the 
purpose of the jurisdiction of this office is to 
secure finality in fiscal matters so far as the 
executive branch of the Government is con- 
cerned, and that the remedy is as pointed out 


by the Supreme Court in Rogers vs. United 
States, 185 U.S., 83, the language there used 
by the court being so Ca Sage in this con- 
nection that it is quot below: 

‘*This case involves a mere question of 
statutory construction. Thé matter of mili- 
tary and naval salaries is one exclusively 
within the control of Congress. The courts 
may neither increase nor decrease them, cor- 
rect any supposed inequalities, nor in any 
manner set aside or modify the action of the 
legislative branch of the Government in re- 
spect thereto. If there be inequality, injus- 
tice, it can be corrected alone by Congress, 
and the courts may not interfere. 

‘‘The primary rule of statutory construction 
is, of course, to give effect to the intention of 
the legislature. Whenever that is apparent it 
dominates and interprets the language used. 
But when the intent is a debatable question 
and there is nothing on the face of the statute 
which clearly indicates such intent, there are 
certain minor and subsidiary rules by which 
courts are guided in determining the true con- 
struction. 

‘In the case at bar neither the words of 
the statute nor the circumstances and condi- 
tions of this legislation make perfectly clear 


Engineer Training 
Summer of 1923 


ENGINEER activities will be distributed 
throughout June, July, August and the 


first part of September, the first of the 
series of courses: beginning on June 14, 
which will be a R.O.T.C. camp. Plans 
have been completed for the summer train. 
ing of the Engineer components of the R, 
O.T.C., O.R.C., C.M.T.C. and National 
Guard. In general, the training will fol- 
low the same lines of last summer, except 
in the case of the C.M.T.C., where Engi- 
neer training will be confined to the ad- 
vanced Red and White and Blue courses, 
the basic Red course being devoted en- 
tirely to fundamental military training 
without specialization by branch of Ser- 
vice. 

The R.O.T.C. has shown a very encour- 
aging growth during the school year that 
is just drawing to a close. The total camp 
attendance this summer will be in the 
neighborhood of 600, as compared with 
340 last summer. It is estimated that 285 
students will be commissioned in the Engi- 
neer Officers’ Reserve Corps this year 
from the twenty-one Engineer units, as 
against 225 last year. 

The-training of the Engineer Officers’ 
Reserve Corps will consist primarily of a 
series of divisional problems conducted by 
teams from the Command and General 
Staff School at Fort Leavenworth. Each 
Engineér officer will be called upon to 
solve such details of each problem as are 
consistent with his rank. In addition to 
this series of divisional problems special 
Engineer training will be given, supple- 
mented by demonstrations of the various 
Engineer activities performed by regular 
Engineer troops. 

To supplement the regular Engineer 
commissioned personnel about thirty En- 
gineer officers from the Engineer School 
at Fort Humphreys and from civil institu- 
tions will be apportioned to the various 
corps areas. They will be assisted in the 
©.M.T. camps by groups of specially se- 
lected Engineer Reserve officers, who will 
be given a refresher course of two weeks 
to qualify them for duty as instructors. 

Considerations of economy in the trans- 
portation of students have made necessary 
the establishment of seven R.O.T.C. camps 
in place of the four that were maintained 
last summer. The camps this year will be 
situated as follows: 

1st Corps Area—Camp Devens, Mass? 

2d Corps Area—None. 

3d and 5th Corps Area—Camp Meade, 
Md. (except Rose Poly. Inst.). 

4th Corps Area—Fort Bragg, N.C. 

6th Corps Area (plus Rose Poly.)— 
Camp Custer, Mich. 

7th Corps Area—Fort Snelling, Minn. 

8th Corps Area—Fort Logan, Colo. 

9th Corps Area—Camp Lewis, Wash. 

The duties of the Corps of Engineers 
fre so many and so varied and the Regu- 
lar commissioned personnel is so limited 
that considerable difficulty has been en- 
countered in arranging for the carrying 
on of both the regular duties of the corps 
and the summer camp instruction of the 
O.R.C., C.M.T.C. and National Guard, 
and although the lack of sufficient com- 
missioned officers will be somewhat of a 
handicap in the operation and administra- 
tion of the camps, the belief has been ex- 
pressed in the War Department that the 
approaching summer camps will be the 
most successful since the inauguration of 
summer camp activities.

THE THREE “AGES” OF SHOEMAKING 


For centuries and centuries the method of making footwear did 
not vary. A mural painting discovered in the ruins of ancient 
Thebes shows Egyptian sandal-makers at work after the manner 
of the early New England cobblers. Until a few generations ago 
boots and shoes were made entirely by hand, and wholly by the 
individual craftsman. This was the first “age” of shoemaking. 


In the Eighteeth Century small domestic shoe-shops arose, and 
groups of men and women, in shops and homes, made the foot- 
wear of the people, the work being more or less divided, but all 
still done by hand. This was the second “age”. 


About the middle of the Nineteenth Century the factory system 
developed and the introduction of shoe machinery began, until 
to-day in no field of manufacture has greater progress been made 
or more efficiency been attained through machinery.

Y direction of the Chief of Staff, the 
command roster for the Army will 
be put into effect gradually instead 

of on July, as originally announced in a 
communication sent to the corps area com- 
manders. This action was taken after a 
conference participated in by Maj. Gen. 
John L. Hines, Deputy Chief of Staff, 
chiefs of branches and the chiefs of bu- 
reaus. Gen. Hines was convinced that 
economy in administration and efficiency 
would be served by gradually inaugurat- 
ing new policies. 

There is one real modification which is 
of importance under the agreement that 
was reached in the conference. With a 
recommendation of the chiefs of branches 
affected, upon approval of the Chief of 
Staff, an exception may be made in as- 
signing officers to command out of their 
terms or continuing them in command be- 
yond the regular period. This is where a 
tactical unit is located at a school of in- 
struction and there is demand for a com- 
mander with special qualifications. 

Officers on duty with the National Guard 
and Organized Reserves will be permitted 
to serve out their tour of duty without re- 
gard to their positions on the command 
roster. The same policy will be pursued 
with reference to officers on duty at col- 
leges. The Department will also arrange 
the changes of station in carrying out the 
new policy as far as possible with a view 
to economizing in the use of transporta- 
tion. 

These changes, however, it is asserted 
emphatically, do not indicate the abandon- 
ment of the command roster policy. Grad- 
ually, but as soon as possible without a 
wholesale change in station, the command 
roster will be put into effect. The limit 
of two years for a tour of duty as com- 
mander of a regiment will be fixed event- 
wally. In cases where colonels have dem- 
onstrated inaptitude to command troops 
the War Department will be guided largely 
by the recommendations of the chiefs of 
branches. 

General Staff’s Handbook 

THERE is a great deal of mystery in the 

War Department as to the source of a 
report that there is friction between the 
oficers on duty with the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War and the General Staff. After 
it was printed in a Washington paper the 
chief of the division of the General Staff 
concerned and the office of the Assistant 
Secretary of War instituted an inquiry to 
ascertain what foundation there was for 
the rumor, and the alleged charges were 
found to be baseless. 

As has been stated in these columns, the 
General Staff and the chiefs of branches 
and bureaus have been working on what 
will be known as the handbook for the 
General Staff. This defines specifically the 
functions of the General Staff and its re- 
lations to the branches and the bureaus. 
There is now an entire agreement between 
the General Staff and the chiefs of 
branches on a policy which will be out- 
lined in the handbook. Yet occasionally 
4 Washington paper gives lurid accounts 
of friction between the General Staff and 
the chiefs of branches. ‘The General Staff 
8 Invariably pictured as assuming the 
functions of the chiefs of branches and 
bureaus, 

That from time to time there should be 
4 difference of opinion on matters of pol- 
lty that come up in the Department. is 
only natural and will always exist.

Anti-Aircraft Artillery 


‘THE next large problem which the War 

Department will be called upon to 
solve will be the determining of the re- 
quired strength, organization and stations 
for anti-aircraft artillery. Considerable 
thought has already been given to the sub- 
ject in connection with the preparation of 
the training regulations for anti-aircraft 
artillery. 

At first thought it was assumed that anti- 
aircraft artillery would be attached only 
to the mobile army. ‘T’hen came the plan 
for equipping the coast defenses with anti. 
aircraft artillery. In this connection one 
of the problems is the determining of the 
proper strength of anti-aircraft artillery 
to hold the base of the air force which 
would be employed in connection with the 
coast defenses. 

But in the minds of some of the mem- 
bers of the General Staff the function of 
anti-aircraft artillery in the United States 
is a broader one than this. At least, it is 
argued, there should be sufficient anti-air- 
craft artillery forces to defend the border 


cities, such .as Buffalo, Cleveland, San- 
dusky, Toledo, Detroit, Milwaukee and 
Chilago. Even St. Paul, Minneapolis and 


cities farther inland may require defense 
against air attack. The same has been 
suggested for the cities along and near the 
Mexican border. Washington, the capital, 
although‘ not on the coast, it is urged, 
should be provided with the strongest pos- 
sible defense against attack. While there 
are some Regular Army and National 
Guard anti-aircraft units, they are not 
nearly strong enough to provide an ade- 
quate defense. 

Much, of course, will depend upon the 
development of anti-aircraft artillery ma- 
terial, and important experiments in this 
line, as the result of experiences of the 
World War, have been going on for some 
time, and will continue. The machine gun 
with tracer bullets is reaching a high state 
of development. What the experts are 
working on is the gun of the caliber of 
the three-inch field gun, or even larger, 
with increased range and great destructive 
power. Sights and range finders, so as 
to make the fire of long-range anti-aircraft 
guns effective, devices for the location of 
aircraft by sound are also among the appli- 
ances receiving the attention of the in- 
ventors and experts, as well as improved 
searchlights. 

To develop marksmanship in anti-air- 
craft artillery, a number of types of tar- 
gets are being used, including towed kites 
and small balloons. These and other types 
are being further developed, and there have 
been some very successful experiments at 
Fort Monroe. 

Said an officer who has given consider- 
able study to the subject: 

“There never yet was invented an im- 
plement of warfare which did not event- 
ually find its match in the way of a defense. 
When the British dreadnought’ developed, 
the answer to her was still more power- 
ful naval guns and shore batteries, and 
you may depend upon it that we will meet 
the .bombing airplanes. Anti-aircraft ar- 
tillery will have the advantage of a solid 
base, and its range will. be developed so 
that it will be difficult for an airplane to 
fly over a city without being destroyed. 

“Aside from an attack upon the enemy’s 
airplanes, anti-aircraft artillery can be de- 
veloped so as to support its own aircraft.” 


Medical Exhibit, Shrine Week 


HE new medical equipment which was 

on exhibition at Washington during 
Shrine Week attracted no end of atten- 
tion from the visitors. The hospital unit 
which assisted in taking care of the crowd 
on Potomac Park was visited by a con- 
tinuous flow of guests. 

There were three new experimental de- 
vices which came from Carlisle Barracks 
which will be of general interest to the 
Services. They have not yet been adopted, 
but are held in high regard by experts out- 
side as well as in the Army. 

One was the new medical wagon which 
was designed byy Maj. John T’. Fletcher, 
M.C. It is expected to follow a company 
or battalion over the roughest terrain. 
The belief is expressed that it will climb 
about any hill without upsetting and will 
negotiate the roughest country. It will 
carry a first aid equipment for a battalion 





and fourteen sitting patients. When motor- 
drawn, it can be pulled at the rate of 35 
miles per hour over ordinary roads with 
comfort to the patients. When mule- 
drawn, it has less pull on the collars than 
an ordinary transport wagon. The wagon 
has solid rubber tires with the latest roller 
bearings. 

The new model of light-proof hospital 
tent is built entirely along new lines. The 
material from which the tent is made is 
so light-proof that it ean be brilliantly 
illuminated within without showing a ray 
of light on the outside. This is regarded 
invaluable as a prevention against night 
attack by airplanes. The tent has no cen- 
ter pole, but is supported by side trusses 
set in four plates which are connected by 
cables. It is extremely lightweight and it 
is almost impossible to blow it down. 

mobile electric lighting plant which 
is transported on a small wagon is another 
feature of the exhibit. It is stated that 
the plant will light thirty hospital tents 
and operating room. From its light one 
complete field hospital can be illuminated. 

New first aid pouches which are very 
ingenious were on exhibition. They have 
an expanding bottom so that a arge num- 
ber of emergency packages can be carried.

HE largest problem 
General Board and the buréau 


chiefs at present is that which re- 
lates to scout cruisers. It is doubtful 
whether the Navy Department will finally 
agree on a type for the scout cruisers until 
the guaranteed period of six months has 
expired. The indications are now that the 
real scout cruiser which will take a place 
in the Navy second only to the battleships 
will not be developed until the Department 
makes its recommendations for the 10,000- 
ton class which is to follow the ten scout 
cruisers that will be put in commission 
during the summer and early fall. These 
ten scout cruisers are classed as 7,500-ton 
ships. 

Not only those who emphasize the im- 
portance of battleships, but officers and 
students of naval problems; who are iin- 
pressed with the importance of the Air 
Service, are supporters of a policy for the 
development of a large force of scout 
cruisers. Adm. Fullam, who is the leader 
in the movement of a large naval air force, 
is enthusiastic over the accomplishment of 
the Richmond, Detroit and Omaha. The 
scout cruisers are to be equipped with 
scouting planes and the most powerful 
radio plants. 

There is one thing which the trial tests 
of the Richmond and Detroit and the pre- 
liminary steaming tests of the Omaha have 
fully established, and that is that this type 
of ship has a remarkable sailing radius 
and a speed. that exceeds that of any war- 
ship afloat. If the original plans had been 
followed the Navy Department is now 
convinced that the speed of the scout cruis- 
ers would have exceeded thirty-five knots. 
Even with the addition to the armament, 
which consisted of four 6-inch guns, the 
Detroit reached a speed of thirty-five knots. 

Not all officers in the Navy Department 
are agreed on the wisdom of the policy of 
increasing the number of guns on the scout 
cruisers. In a sense, it is a revival of the 
old controversy between the effectiveness 
of battleships and battle cruisers, There 
is a school of thought in the Navy which 
favors speed even at the expense of a re- 
duction of armor and armament. * There 
was a great deal of opposition in the Navy 
to the battle cruisers which were author- 
ized but never completed and under the 
Naval Treaty are to be converted into air- 
plane carriers. The controlling sentiment 
in the American Navy has been for heav- 
ily armored battleships. The theory is 
entertained that the most effective capital 
ship is the one with heavy armor and large 
guns, even if the speed is sacrificed. In 
building the scout cruisers one school of 
thought is in favor of speed with a moder- 
ate number of guns. 

Aside from the increase in the number 
of guns, there are a great many other 
things which have been placed on the 
scout cruisers that have not only tended 
to reduce the speed, but decrease their 
seaworthiness. In smooth weather, it is 
admitted that this new type of warship 
will be easy to handle and speedy. The 
question has been raised as to whether, 
with their present equipment, these ships 
will be able to go anywhere in any kind of 
weather. It is claimed that -too much 


weight has been concentrated forward and 


in a rough head sea they would encow 
trouble. In the next six months this 

be given a thorough test. The commanders 
of all the new scout cruisers, as rap 

as they are commissioned and have béen 
given their trial tést, will be given a rov- 
ing mission in which the scout cruiser t 

will receive practical tests. The Navy 
partment will be able to do this under 
the contract with the builders by which 
the efficiency of the ships is guaranteed 
for six months before they are finally taken 
over by the Department. 


Tables of Naval Strength 


COPIES of the British White Paper, 
giving the strength of the navies of 
the world which have been received at the 
Navy Department, show that the cable re- 
ports of them have been misleading. There 
is really no attempt made in the White 
Paper to compare the strength of the dif- 
ferent sea powers. j 

The White .Paper is really, a compila- 
tion of data upon the variousafleets. It is 
regarded as a very valuable’ and -interest- 
ing document. It has been carefully com- 
piled and gives in detail the ships that are 
to be scrapped if the naval treaty is rati- 
fied. The White Paper recognizes the fact 
that the treaty has not yet been ratified 
and assumes that the ships have not been 
scrapped. In this assumption it lists 
some ships in the American fleet which 
have been decommissioned and sold. 
British Admiralty cannot be blamed for 
this and the White Paper is regarded in 
naval circles as a’ fair. treatment of the 
subject and a valuable contribution to 
naval literature. 


Men on Leave as Navy Recruiters 


[XN a communication sent to the com- 
manders of all ships and stations, Adm. 
Washington, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, all commanding officers are direct- 
ed to seek the assistance of enlisted men 
on leave to secure enlistments. The opin- 
ion is expressed by Adm. Washington that 
this will prove a very fruitful sourge for 
enlistments. : 

The admiral says that this system should 
be employed “to avert the large shortage 
in the enlisted personnel strength which 
is incrasing daily and which threatens to 
assume large proportions unless checked.” 

In his opinion men on leave who are in 
the recruiting service will have great in- 
fluence among their friends and their state. 
ments in regard to service will be accepted 
without question. On the other hand, can- 
vassers may be regarded as professional 
recruiters and their statements may be 
questioned. In concluding his communi- 
cation Adm. Washington said: 

“Inform men going on leave to forward 
to the nearest recruiting officer the names 
of their friends who are possible appli- 
cants, and at the same time instruct the 
men of the address of the nearest recruit- 
ing office to their homes, in order that, if 
they so desire, they may take their friends 
to the recruiting office. 

“Acknowledgment of the services per- 
formed should be made by granting addi- 
tional leave as may be practicable and de- 
sirable and making commendatory entries 
upon the man’s record when notified by 
recruiting officers of the success of the 
man’s efforts.”

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Bullard Reviews 
174th Inf. N.Y.N.G. 


M42: GEN. ROBERT L. BULLARD, 
U.S.A., reviewed the 174th Infantry, 
N.Y.N.G., Col. William R. Pooley com- 
manding, at Buffalo May 29. He was 
accompanied by Lt. Col. Benjamin R. 
Wade, 28th Inf., commanding Fort Por- 
ter, and Maj. T. L. Crystal, in charge of 
C.M.T.C. activities in the corps area. 

The general and his party were guests 
of the officers at a dinner held in the Buf- 
falo Club. Representatives of the Regu- 
lar Army, other National Guard units and 
Organized Reserves were also invited. 
The 3d Battalion of the 174th, stationed 
at Niagara Falls and Tonawanda, was 
also present, having ‘made the trip espe- 
cially for this occasion. 

The evening’s program included guard 
mount under Capt. W. E. Taggart, a ma- 
chine gun drill in which the carts were 
used under Capt. J. H. Robinson, regi- 
mental review and parade. Just before 
the regiment passed in review Gen. Bul- 
lard presented medals for long and faith- 
ful service in the National Guard of 
twenty-five years to Maj. Max Elbe, 3d 
Battalion, and of twenty years to Capt. 
Joseph H. Robinson, Co. H. 

At the conclusion of the program the 
general addressed the entire regiment, com- 
plimenting them upon their large turnout, 
good lines and steadiness in ranks. He 
also spoke of the opportunities for ad- 
yancement offered to men in the National 
Guard, as, with the Regulars reduced be- 
low the semblance of a large fighting force, 
the Guard is the country’s first line of de- 
fense in a national emergency. Moreover, 
the lessons of 1918, he said, show that 
rapid expansion would be required and all 
Guardsmen who possess the qualifications 
would have the opportunity to secure a 
commission. 

After the regiment was dismissed Gen. 
Bullard met and talked individually to the 
members of the G.A.R., who were present 
as a body. Later an informal reception 
was held in regimental headquarters, 
where the many Reserve officers and for- 
mer members of the Army who were in 
the audience had an opportunity to meet 


him. 

Gen. Bullard expressed himself as 
pleased with the showing made by the 
regiment as a whole, and spoke particu- 


larly of the effectiveness and precision of 
the machine gun drill and of the excellent 
playing by the band. 


Lt. W. K. Phillips, U.S.A., 
Killed in Airplane Crash 


T. WENDELL K. PHILLIPS, Air 

Ser., U.S.A., on duty at the Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, Md., was killed on June 
5, 1923, and Capt. Stuart G. Wilder, Inf., 
also on duty at Aberdeen, was_ seriously 
injured when a large Handley-Page air- 
Plane in which they were passengers 
crashed to the ground and they _ were 
thrown out. Lt. Phillips was almost in- 
Stantly killed and Capt. Wilder was se- 
verely cut and bruised and was taken to 
the hospital. . 

The four persons who escaped with minor 
injuries were Sergt.

The accident happened as the pilot was 
trying to take off and one of the motors 
failed. The plane hit the railroad tracks 
ad was thrown on its nose. The plane, 
Which has a capacity of twenty-one pas- 
sengers, was to fly from Aberdeen to Wash- 
Ington. 

Lt. Phillips, who leaves a widow and 
nother, was born in New Jersey in 1899. 
He first served as a private in the Signal 
Enlisted Reserve Corps from Feb. 9 to Oct. 
», 1918. and was appointed a temporary 
*cond lieutenant. Air Service, U.S.A., in 
October, 1918. He was appointed a sec- 
ond lieutenant, Air Service, Regular Army, 
July 1, 1920, and was promoted first lieu- 
tenant the same day.

as a transatlantic passenger ship it will 
again have a number of Junior Naval 
Reserve cadets as a part of its crew. 

A letter has been received by Edward 
A. Oldham, executive director of the U.S. 
Junior Naval Reserve from Cmdr. Her- 
bert Hartley, the new master of the Levia- 
than, in reference to the selection of Jun- 
ior Reserves as members of the crew. * 
think the idea of the U.S. Junior Naval 
Reserve is a very fine thing,” says Cmdr. 
Hartley, “and the training that those 
young men get is bound to prepare them 
for the future, and that future which I 
hope is not far off when we will have the 
largest merchant marine afloat with the 
Junior Naval Reserve boys to man it.” 

The Ocean Mail act of 1891 contains a 
clause which provides that the steamship 
lines with which the Postmaster General 
is authorized to contract for the carrying 
of mails between ports in the United 
States and foreign ports, “shall take as 
eadets or apprentices one American-born 
boy under 21 years of age for each 1, 
tons gross register, and one for each ma- 
jority fraction thereof, who shall be edu- 
cated in the duties’ of seamanship, rank 


of petty officer, and receive such pay for 
their services as may be reasonable.”

Close Co-operation Between 


War and Navy Departments 


CLOSER co-operation between the War 

and Navy Departments materialized 
recently when the Secretary of the Navy, 
with the permission of the President, di- 
rected that a quantity of surplus Navy 
ammunition be delivered to the War De- 
partment, as it will be serving the best in- 
terests of the Government. ‘The request 
originated when the War Department 
asked the Secretary of the Navy to trans- 
fer immediately 2,000 16-inch projectiles 
and other great gun supplies for guns 
which the Army is about to mount. 

Replying to the request of the War De- 
partment, the Secretary of the Navy stated 
that the transfer of ammunition would be 
available without transfer of funds upon 
the ratification of the naval treaty. Fur- 
ther investigation by the Navy Depart- 
ment disclosed the fact that while not all 
of the powers concerned have ratified the 
treaty, this ammunition could be replaced 
prior to the completion of the vessels for 
which if is intended, if necessary. As the 
immediate transfer of this ammunition 
would save about three million dollars of 
Government funds, the transfer was au- 
thorized. 

A conference will be held between the 
Army Ordnance Department and the Navy 
Department to arrange the details relative 
to the transfer of material and the hand- 
ling and shipping charges. Following is 
the ammunition to be transferred and its 
present location: 2,000 16-inch projec- 
tiles. Also, for 16-inch guns 2,000,000 
pounds powder, 5,000 powder tanks, Na- 
val Ammunition Depot, Lake Denmark, 
Dover, N.J.; 3,000 powder tanks, Naval 
Ammunition Depot, Hingham, Mass.

RECOMMENDATION has been made 
2 by Staff Sergt. Alfred Hahn, on duty 
in the office of the Chief of Infantry, that 
the stacking swivel now used on the 
Springfield rifle be removed and be re- 
placed by the stacking device attached to 
the French rifle.

T: PULSIFER, 14th Inf., on duty in 
the Canal Zone, has submitted draw- 
ings and photographs of pack transporta- 
tion materials for the 37-mm. gun and 
Stokes mortar, designed by him and now 
used by his regiment.

RITING as to the $3,000,000 naval 

training station on Point Loma, 
Calif., to be placed in commission June 1, 
a correspondent says: “Comdr. Edwin 
Woodworth is the executive officer. The 
first 100 men arriving here from the naval 
training station at San Francisco are to 
be followed by the personnel of the vari- 
ous naval artisans’ schools from Goat Is- 
land, with their equipment and corps of 
instructors. In about two weeks the first 
drafts of recruits from the Middle West 
will arrive, to be followed by others from 
various recruiting centers. About 3,000 
officers and men will ultimately be quar- 
tered at the new station.” 


ACTIVE recruit training will be resumed 
at the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station on July 1, when appropriations 
for the fiscal year 1924 become available. 
Since the latter part of 1921, in the inter- 
est of economy, the training of recruits 
has been concentrated at the naval train- 
ing stations at Hampton Roads and San 
Francisco. Within the past year, how- 
ever, recruit training, which was discon- 
tinued at the Newport station at practi- 
cally the same time as Great Lakes, has 
been resumed. During the fiscal year 
1924, the recruiting service will be called 
upon to enlist upward of 24,000 recruits 
to maintain an average of 86,000 men in 
the Navy.

Largest Demolition Bomb 
Exhibited in Washington 


EVELOPED by the aircraft armament 

division of the Ordnance Department, 
U.S.A., a 4,000-pound demolition bomb, 
the largest of its type in the world, was 
exhibited by the Provisional Ordnance Co. 
from June 4 to 7 in Washington. This is 
the heaviest projectile and the greatest 
mass of explosives that have ever been 
used in a single military charge with the 
exception of mine charges. 

The shell is 138% feet over all; it is 
loaded with about 2,000 pounds of cast 
TNT and when complete with nose and 
tail fuses the bomb tips the scales at ap 
proximately 4,300 pounds. The body con- 
sists of a steel drum 23 inches in diameter 
with a cast steel nose and cast steel plate 
at the rear end of the drum at the june 
tion with the rear cone, which is a com- 
paratively light structure carrying the fins.

SOJOURNERS CLUBS. 


President Harding was made an honorary 
member of the National Sojourners Club on 
May 28, when Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries, 
U.S.A., as president of the Washington Chap- 
ter, presented the Chief Executive with the 
emblem of the order, and in an address said 
in part: 

‘“*The Sojourners Club is made up of Mas- 
ter Masons in good standing, who are now or 
have been at any time in the past officers of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard 
Service, or the Public Health Service of the 
United States. The object of our organiza- 
tion is to support all patriotic aims and activi- 
ties in Masonry; to cultivate Masonic ideals; 
to bring together representatives of the mili- 
tary services for a united effort to further the 
military needs of the country; to develop true 
patriotism and Americanism throughout the 
nation; and to oppose any influence whatso- 
ever calculated to weaken national security. 

“*The idea of forming Sojourners clubs was 
born in the troubled days of the first year of 
our presence in the World War when men 
everywhere felt the need of friends in whom 
they could put full faith and in whom they 
were sure to find the same lofty ideals of 
Patriotism and duty that every true Mason 
must possess. And now though peace reigns 
among us we find, just as those great Masons 
of the American Revolution found, that peace 
has af as. well as war, and that only 
continu effort can keep any people free.

CIRCULAR 43, MAY 25, 1923, W.D. 

Pay and Allowances of Reserve Officers.—A 
Reserve officer when on active duty shall re- 
ceive the pay and allowances prescribed by 
the act of June 10, 1922, and mileage to his 
first station from place of receipt by him of 
his order and from his last station to his home. 

When Reserve officers are authorized by 
law to receive Federal pay, those serving in 
grades corresponding to colonel, lieutenant 
colonel, major, captain, lst Heutenant, and 2d 


lieutenant, shall’ receive pay of sixth, fifth, 
fourth, third, second, and first pay periods 
respectively. 


In computing increase of pay for each pe- 
riod of three years’ service, Reserve officers 
shall be credited with full time for all periods 
during which they have held commissions as 
officers of any of the Services mentioned in 
the title of the act of June 10, 1922, or in 
the Organized Militia prior to July 1, 1916, 
or in the National Guard, or in the Naval 
Militia, or in the Naval Reserve forces or 
Marine Corps Reserve forces when confirmed 
in grade and qualified for all general service 
with full time for all period= during which 
they have performed active uuty under Re- 
serve commissions, and with one-half time for 
all other periods during which they have held 
Reserve commissions. 

When claim is made for longevity increase 
of pay for any service not shown in current 
issue of Official Army Register, competent cer- 
tificate as to such service will be submitted 
with voucher on which such pay is claimed. 
These certificates will be secured from —

Subsistence, 


Reserve officers will be entitled. in addition 
to base pay, to subsistence allowances as fol- 
lews: Each officer receiving base pay of first 
period, one subsistence allowance; each officer 
receiving base pay of second, third or sixth 
period, two subsistence allowances; and each 
officer receiving base pay of fourth or fifth 
period, three subsistence allowances; provided 
that an officer with no dependents shall re- 
ceive one subsistence allowance only. 


Rental Allowance. 


Under conditions hereimafter set forth, Re- 
serve officers will be entitled to rental allow- 
ances for rooms as follows: Each officer re- 
ceiving base pay of first period, two rooms; 
each officer receiving base pay of second pe- 
riod, three rooms; each officer receiving base 
pay of third period, four rooms; each officer 
receiving base pay of fourth period, five rooms; 
and each officer receiving bese pay of fifth or 
sixth period, six rooms. In lieu of foregoing, 
Reserve officers with no dependents will re- 
ceive rental allowances for rooms as follows: 
Each officer receiving base pay of first or 
second period, two rooms; each officer receiv- 
ing base pay of third or fourth period, three 
rooms; and each officer receiving base pay of 
fifth or sixth period, four rooms. 

Reserve officers with dependents are enti- 
tlea to rental allowances while on active duty 
for fifteen-day training perieds either at 
camps, posts, or stations, if their dependents 
are not occupying public quarters during pe- 
ried involved. 


The voucher on which such allowance is 
claimed will be supported by a certificate of 
commanding officer and by one of claiming 
officer to effect that claiming officer’s depend- 
ents do not occupy public quarters. 

Reserve officers having no dependents ‘while 
on active duty for fifteen-day period at camps, 
posts or stations, are entitled to rental allow- 
ance only if not furnished quarters of any 
kind for personal use. 

Reserve officers, during periods of active 
duty as instructors at training camps, are 
entitled to rental allowance under conditions 
governing during fifteen-day training period. 

Reserve officers with or without depend- 
ents, while on active duty at service schools, 
are only entitled to rental allowance if public 
quarters are not available and if shelter of 
any kind is not furnished for personal use. 

In all cases of payment of rental allowance 
to Reserve officers attending training camps 
and service schools, same certification as to 
non-availability of quarters and non-occupancy 
of quarters will be required as in case of 
Regular Army officers on like duty, except as 
otherwise provided in this circular. 

The rental allowance is payable to a Re- 
serve officer otherwise entitled thereto only for 
period of actual attendance at active duty 
station (training camp, Regular post, service 
school or station) and not for any additional 


time spent in travel to and from such station. 

Vouchers covering payment of allowances to 
Reserve officers will be supported by same 
certificates and affidavits regarding dependents 
as are required in case of Regular Army 
officers. 


Mileage. 


The law allows mileage at rate of 4 cents 
per mile to Reserve officers attending training 
camps for periods of fifteen days or less, and 
from this amount there must be deducted 3 
cents per mile when transportation requests 
are not used for that portion of travel which 
is over land-grant or bond-aided railroads, and 
for any travel for which transportation re- 
quests are furnished. As failure of Reserve 
officers to obtain transportation requests for 
any reason whatever results in a payment of 
only 1 cent per mile for the land-grant portion 
of their travel, when they are required to pay 
commercial rate where they travel at their 
own expense, it is incumbent upon the War 
Department, and especially its agents con- 
nected with this class of travel, to see that 
Reserve officers are afforded opportunity of 
obtaining transportation requests for travel to 
and from training camps. 

A Reserve officer ordered to active duty 
other than for a fifteen-day training period is 
entitled to same mileage as an officer of Regu- 
lar Army. This applies also to travel from 
training camp to his home in case of an officer 
held at training camp as instructor beyond 
fifteen-day training period. Travel orders will 
gam with all vouchers on which mileage is 
paid. 

Department and corps area commanders will 
therefore take every precaution to inswire that 
all members of Officers’ Reserve Corps who 
may be required to travel over land-grant or 
bond-aided railroads while en route to and 
from the training camps are furnished in am- 
ple -time with proper transportation requests. 

Payments of amounts authorized above, in- 
eluding mileage for return home, unless held 
for a further period as instructor, may be 
paid to Reserve officers during period of train- 
ing and prior to their departure from camp or 
other place at which service is performed. In 
event an officer, after settlement of his account 
for training period, is held for a further pe- 
riod as instructor, any necessary adjustment 
of his prior aecount for pay and allowances 
or for mileage will be made in his final settle- 
ment, reference being made to voucher or 
vouchers on which prior payments were made.

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Evacuation of Shantung. 


LETTER from Japan, enclosing 

clippings from the Japanese press, 

is the basis of an editorial in a re- 
cent issue of the Outlook, calling atten- 
tion to the fuct that while all Japanese 
troops have evacuated Shantung, British 
military and naval forces still occupy Wei- 
hai-wei in the northern part of that prouv- 
ince. The Outlook recognizes the ditticui- 
ties incident to long-drawn-out negolia- 
tions which delay the undoubtedly honest 
intention of the British to retura the Wei- 
hai-wei concession to China. In tkis we 
concur. But we find it difficult to agree 
in the implication that Japan deserves 
more credit than the British. The Out- 
look bases such an inference on the “goud 
faith” which Japan has shown, “and the 
comparative rapidity with which she has 
fulfilled her pledges.” 

The situation in Shantung to-day, in- 
cluding Wei-hai-wei, clearly illustrates the 
difference between Oriental and Occiden- 
tal psychology. The Oriental pretends 
and seems to do something which in reai- 
ity he does not do. The Occidental, regard- 
less of contrary appearances, strives for 
an accomplishment which will be zenuine. 

Manifestly, Japan’s primary — in 
Shantung from the beginning of her occu- 
pation was economic control over that 

rovince. Such control on her part is 
ust as complete and secure to-day, :f not 
more so, than before the last Japanese sol- 
dier sailed across the narrow waters to 
Japan. Soon after the Shantung agree- 
ment was negotiated at Washington the 
renewed diligence of Japanese interests in 
buying up every source of great natural 
wealth in the province had been completed. 
Shantung is now virtually Japanese owned. 
What about the security of that owner- 
ship 


Joker in Chinese Agreement 


THe principal object of the Chinese in 

negotiating the Shantung agreement 
was to gain possession of the railroad, the 
key to the economie control. Apparently 
the Chinese won: actually they did not, 
because of the “joker” which required the 
Chinese to pay for “improvements” the 
amount of which was not specified, in ad- 
dition to the agreed upon price of $15,000,- 
000 for the railroad itself. When it came 
to a final settlement the Japanese bill for 
“improvements” amounted to about $50,- 
000,000, a sum manifestly beyond possible 
payment by a chronically bankrupt Chi- 
nese government. Non-payment.on_ its 
part, a condition which seems to continue 
almost indefinitely, leaves to Japan the 
legal and moral right to consider the whole 
Shantung agreement as void, and hence to 
put troops back into Shantung whenever 
in Japan’s judgment it may appear neces- 
sary to safeguard her continued owner- 
ship of the railroad or of any other Japa- 
nese economic interest in Shantung. 

It should be remembered that the Nine- 
Power or “Open Door’ Treaty does not 
apply to Japan’s economic grip on Shan- 
tung, because her existing concessions were 
gained before that treaty could become 
effective, and because, as the result of 


Japanese and other opposition at Wash- 


imfgton, the American proposal to make the 
treaty retroactive was defeated. 


Military Possibilities in North China 


D pang ag troops in overwhelming num- 
bers can return to Shantung on a few 
hours’ notice at any time without any pos- 
sibility of effective interference from China 
er any other power. ‘The 5-5-3 ratio, to- 
gether with Japan’s splendidly remote 
strategic position and the agreement vir- 
tually eliminating naval bases from the 
western Pacific, renders Japanese military 
action in north China absolutely free from 
naval embarrassment. As the result of 
the Washington Conference her power is 
supreme in waters and territories adja- 
cent to Japan, and she has retained the 
legal and moral right to protect her re- 
cently acquired economic monopoly over 
Shantung. Her position, both military- 
naval and economic, actually is stronger 
than before the conference and the Shan- 
tung agreement. The movement of the 
few troops from Shantung needs to be 
only temporary and was of no consequence 
whatever in relation to the fundamental 
conditions of a rapidly proceeding Japa- 
nese exploitation of Shantung. 

In true Oriental fashion Japan has 
seemed to do something which she has not 
done. The clippings sent to the Outlook 
from Japan succecded in deceiving many 
Americans. They pretend a virtue wheh 
does not exist, while implying scorn for 
what probably is an honest effort at Wei- 
hai-wei. What is the credit due Japan in 
excess of that due Britain for their re- 
spective actions in Shantung? What is 
the credit due to Japan at all, beyond ex- 
traordinarily skilful diplomacy. 


Pacifists Are Responsible For 
Wars, and Lives Lost 


ACIFISTS:.who have been falsely 

asserting that 90 per cent. of the 

national appropriations are for past 
and future wars would do well to bear in 
mind the plain truth that our past wars 
have been so enormously expensive be- 
cause pacifists, contrary to the teachings 
of history, would not allow the United 
States to prepare in time of peace to de- 
fend itself from aggression. It is a fact 
that one dollar spent in preparation would 
have saved many dollars and lives during 
the conflict. 

It is no idle assertion to say that paci- 
fists have been responsible for fully 50 per 
cent. of the cost of past wars and their 
tremendous attendant loss of life. 

Do the pacifists prefer that necessary 
money be not spent during war that the 
United States should suffer defeat? The 
reasoning they advance certainly leads one 
to deduce that in the event of war they 
are willing to see this nation defeated. 

Relatives of the killed and wounded in 
the past wars, in numerous cases, can 
justly blame the pacifists for their sad 
loss, for these tied the hands of the mili- 
tary services so that they could not defend 
themselves properly right at the start. 

Will not the pacifists wake up to the 
fact that to be prepared to defend oneself 
is the best way to prevent trouble. 

The Washington Post, in a recent edi- 
torial on “Defense of the United States,” 
very aptly said: 

“In order not to be compelled to fight 
at a disadvantage whenever an enemy de- 
cides that the time is opportune to de- 
feat the United States. it is necessary that 
this nation shall be adequately armed. If 
the national defenses are adequate, the 
chances of war become more remote, be- 
cause no nation will pick a war with the 
United States fully armed. There would 
then remain the question of being drawn 
into war by force of circumstances. In 
that event it would be better for the United 
States to be well armed in order to fight 
a quick and successful war, thereby sav- 
ing treasure and blood that otherwise 
would be wasted in becoming prepared.” 


Providing in Advance the 
Means for Preserving Peace 


N excellent plea for an adequate 
A preparedness for national defense 

was made by Maj. Gen. David C. 
Shanks, U.S.A., incident to a Memorial 
Day address at the National Cemetery at 
Marietta, Ga., May 30. The remarks of 
Gen. Shanks will be applauded by all clear 


thinking citizens and they ought to be con- 
vincing even to some of the most extreme 
pacifists. 

Gen. Shanks, after he had dwelt on the 
solemnity of the day, the memory of the 
dead, and the fact that the old bitterness 





had passed away and one flag now covered 
the entire-country, said in part: 

“There is not a patriotic citizen within 
our land who does not earnestly hope and 
pray that never again may our country be 
involved in armed conflict. Yet there is 
not an intelligent man whose sober thought 
does not make him know that war like 
epidemic diseases sometimes comes in spite 
of every effort to avoid it. Is there for us 
no lesson to learn from these thousands of 
graves here and elsewhere within our 
country of those who have fallen in the 
service of their country? 

“Our people are a unit in desiring peace, 
but there are two diametrically opposed 
opinions as to the best method of main- 
taining it. To one class the sight of a sol~ 
dier in uniform, the thought of a company 
at military maenuver, is suggestive of war. 
They are opposed to war and hence are op- 
posed to every preparation for carrying on 
war. There is another class, not less ear- 
nestly, not less conscientiously opposed to 
war, who believe that the most effective 
way to avoid war is by providing in ad- 
vance the means of preserving peace. 


Lessons of History Unheeded 


<¢ A MERICA is not a military nation; 
there is within our land no tendency 
towards militarism; we covet the terri- 
tory of no nation; we want armed con- 
flict with none; our desire is to remain 
always at peace with all the world. We 
have no great standing army and we shal] 
never need one. Always our reliance has 
been placed in the civilian soldier, but 
strange to say in all of our previous his- 
tory we have never begun to train the sol- 
dier who was to fight our battles until war 
was actually declared. This policy is 
analogous to that of a city which waits 
until a fire is raging before it buys a fire 
engine or organizes a fire department. 

“At Antietam, at Chickamauga, at Chan- 
cellorsville, and at many another gory 
field the American civilian soldier has cov- 
ered himself with deathless glory. No 
braver charge in the world’s history was 
ever made than that of Pickett and his im- 
mortal comrades at Gettysburg, and that 
charge was made by the civilian soldier; 
but that charge was unsuccessful, and it 
was the American civilian soldier who re- 
pelled it. But let me bring to your atten- 
tion one important fact—the men who 
fought at Gettysburg were not untrained 
soldiers; they were veterans who for 
more than two years had been trained 
in that most valuable of all schools—the 
school of actual warfare. Bull Run shows 
what may happen to the untrained, the un- 
seasoned soldier. 

“Intelligent as they are in other respects, 
it seems strange that our people are will- 
ing to believe that all that is necessary to 
make a soldier is to put a gun in his hands 
and a uniform upon his back. A widely 
known politician has preached the doctrine 
that so patriotic are our people that in 
ease of emergency a million men would 
spring to arms between sunrise and sun- 
set. Apparently it has never occurred to 
him that a million untrained, patriotic citi- 
zens springing to arms within one day 
would constitute not an army, but a mob. 

“Ours is not a military nation, and, ex- 
cept under stress of war, our people take 
but small interest in military affairs. 
Never in all of our history have we had a 
finer spirit, never has the American soldier 
shone with greater luster than during the 
great World War, but magnificent as was 
the courage, splendid as were the achieve- 
ments of America in that great struggle, 
let us never forget that it required fifteen 
dreary months before the American army 
was able to take the field under its own 
leaders. 


Value of Trained Soldiery 


‘¢7IF there ever comes a time when we 

feel inclined to arrogate to ourselves 
too much credit for turning the tide in 
that titanie struggle, let us not forget that 
it was the weary, war-worn battalions of 
Britain and France which held the battle 
line for fifteen dreary months while our 
own Army was getting into shape for its 
subsequent brilliant achievements. I think 
it requires np seasoned expert military 
knowledge to predict that only disaster 
could have resulted had we been compelled, 
single-handed, to face the Germans in April 
of 1917 instead of waiting until July of 


1918. 

“With the close of the great World War 
under the leadership of Gen. Pershing and 
other far-sighted men, our country has 
adopted a new and most promising mili- 
tary policy. Our reliance is still upon 
the civilian soldier, but we now propose 
to train him in advance instead of wait- 
ing until war is actually declared. 

“Now our people need have no fear of 
the trained civilian soldier, for he is him- 
self a part of the people. He may be de- 
pended upen to advocate no useless con- 


in which he himself must bear the 
burden. The time has now come for a 
decision. Are the pacifists right when they 
protest against all training, all military 
appropriation for preparedness, or was 
Washington right when he asserted that 
our country had now assumed a place and 
a dignity among the nations of the world 
which it was sure to lose by a reputation 
of weakness?”

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ALLEGED POLITICS IN NATIONAL GUARD

With its eligi- 
bility rules the Guard bestowed its hon- 
ors to those who had earned them in the 
Guard by long service and faithful work, 
one of.the great incentives to duty-loving 
officers, performed many times under sac- 
rifice. 

The National Guard of New York has 
always been proud of its truly military 
character. Its commanding officers have 
been men of true and tried experience, 
which fact has made it the finest citizen 
force in the country. Is it to lose its high 
standing, clean-cut military prestige? 
God forbid 

Your paper has been a stemdfast and 
sincere advocate of a proper military pol- 
icy, and every right-minded and loyal citi- 
zen approves and endorses your attitude. 
By overlooking—or probably through sheer 
ignorance—the past history and traditions 
of our National Guard Governor Smith 
has given the opponents of adequate pro- 
tection another weapon to use against a 
hard-working, patriotic body of men.
